Fundraiser collects money, items for soldiers' care packages

ANTIOCH - After getting exem- 
plary service at his local veteran's 
hospital for. back pain, Mark 
Kartheiser decided he wanted to 
give back to the military by running 
a care 1 package event for local sol- 
diers in Iraq and Afghanistan.

Wal-Mart has donated Christmas' 
and playing cards to the Ladies 
Auxiliary, ACE Hardware had given 
C batteries /or soldier's gun lights. 
Students' from Antioch high, mid- 
dle, and elementary schools have 
made cards and letters for soldiers 
in Iraq. Local clubs - like the VIP 
Lounge, the Rotary Club, the 
Woman's Club, the Lake County Bar. 
Owner's Association, Boy and Girl 
Scout Troops, and the Lions Club - 
have given items, money, and their 
time to the Ladies Auxiliary 

, "They all want to support put 
troops," said Barbara Grey, Ladies 
Auxiliary president. ■ 

The "Adopt a Package" program 
started in 2006 with only a few local 
soldiers found through the Internet. 
Now the program mails items to 30 
troop units in all divisions of the 
US military.

side the care packages. Kartheiser's 
care- package event had auctions, 
raffles,, and a benefit bike. run to 
raise money. 

During Kartheiser's care-pack- 
age event, people could learn first 
hand, the thankfulness of their 
troops through letters and pictures 
lining the walls of the Antioch 
VFW A letter written by 1st Lt. 
Michael Beslow th'anked the Ladies 
Auxiliary for the items they sent. 
Some groups of soldiers sent an 
American flag with their signatures 
as a thank you, 

Grey also has read stories about 
her organization's items helping 
troops in letters sent to her. 



"One soldier put a tampon from 
our care packages in his friend's 
bullet wound to help stop the bleed- 
ing," Grey said. "He was told it 
saved his friend's life." 

The items ranged from- the ne- 
cessities like food to entertainment 
items like playing cards. 

"Simple things we take for 
granted, they don't," Grey said. 

"Items from home mean the 
world to them," said John Rocker, a 
Navy veteran'With 20 years of serv- 
ice. 

Grey said the Ladies Auxiliary 
has raised an estimated $15,000 in 
donations since the program 
started.

GRAYSLAKE - Growing 
up, Taylor Granit?, 15, was a 
healthy child, and she loved 
things most children enjoy, in- 
cluding gymnastics and play- 
ing Softball. But in March 
, 200i3, her world changed. 

About three years ago, 
Granitz, a student at 
Grayslake North High School, 
starting hearing wind in her 
ear; and a short time later she 
began shaking. Her mother, 
Tami Doyle, brought her to 
' the doctor and was told noth- 
ing could be found. But an 
MRI later revealed that 
Granitz, of Lake Villa, has 
Giant Tumefactive Perivas- 
cular Spaces, which means 
she has 12 or more cysts on 
her brain. 

The condition causes 
Granitz to have tremors, fa- 
tigue, muscle spasms, head- 
aches, vision loss and also af- 
fected tier muscle , control of 
the* : right side of her body. 

^,"Sh£s an amazing child," 
Doyle said. "For all she's gone 
through, she trie's to stay posi- 
tive and upbeat." 

To help Granitz and her 
family with medical ' and 
travel costs; the family's 
church, Beautiful Savior 
Lutheran Church in Antioch, 
along with Thrivent Financial 
for Lutherans, will host a 
fundraiser for Granitz from 5 
to 9 p.m. Saturday, May 31, at 
the Veterans of Foreign VVars 
in Antioch. For $5, partici- 
pants can enjoy a dinner, a 
bake sale, a silent auction, raf- 
fles and live music. 

"When you see a young 
person : . with medical needs, it 
makes you want to give them 
a hand and help them out," 
said Brian Luedke, financial 
associate with Thrivent 
Financial and a member of 
Granite's church.

Luedke said the goal of the 
fundraiser is to raise about

to complain of other symp- 
toms and nearly died last year 
because the shunt was con- 
taminated. 

Feeling like there was no 
hope, Doyle was.relieved when 
someone gave her an article 
about another Taylor, Taylor 
Radtke of Johnsburg. Radtke, 
8, had a brain tumor that most 
doctors said was inoperable, 
but neurosurgeon Dr. Robert 
Spetzler in Arizona was will- 
ing to try. Doyle .said Jan saved. 
Radtke, and she contacted him 
to help Granitz. . 

Spetzler performed sur- 
gery on Granitz in December, 
which was her fifth surgery in 
less than two' years, Doyle 
said. Granitz's symptoms then 
decreased, but have been 
slowly returning, and she will 
most likely need to have more 



surgeries in the future. Her 
sixth surgery is in the plan- 
ning stage. 

Others are working to help 
Granitz as well. Pastor Darald 
Gruen, with Beautiful Savior 
Lutheran Church, said he 
wanted to have the fundraiser 
in Antioch for the family in 
part because he knows what 
it's like to have a sick child. 
His daughter Laura was born 
with a brain tumor. 

"We've been able to sit and 
talk, and I think we under- 
stand what they're going 
through," Gruen said. 

Granitz said ■ Laura gave 
her a friend to help her 
through .the rough times - a 
teddy bear named Corduroy, 
who travels with Granitz. 

The Make-A-Wish Founda- 
tion also will help Granitz. 
Next month, the teen will be 
16, and to help her celebrate, 
Make- A'- Wish will send her to 
Paris and Lphdon.

And we want to ed- 
ucate people, so they can actively 
live in the community." 

Established in 1990, the Lake 
County Center for Independent 
Living receives funding through 
the state and federal governments 
and provides four core services: in- 
dependent-living assistance, advo- 
cacy, peer counseling, and informa- 
tion and referral support. , 

The center helps disabled people 
find affordable housing, create a 
budget, learn about their legal 
rights, enter various support 
groups and obtain the iiiformation 
they need to live productively. 

Mentally and physically dis- 
abled people can solicit help from 
the organization, Blatcher said. 

She added that the group was 
governed and run primarily by peo-

Paddling in thesame 17-foot canoe that 
his uncles used during their journey 40 
years ago, Gustavson will collect water 
samples, share environmental informa- 
tion with people and film a documentary 
about his endeavor.

;. The Senate approved a new GI bill late last week 
that would provide expanded educational benefits to

a The legislation would apply to veterans who have 
served in the armed forces since Sept. 11, 2001. It 
would cover tuition and fees for public universities in 
any state where the veteran resides. There also would 
be an allowance for books and housing. Veterans also 
could use the benefit to help pay tuition at more expen- 
sive private institutions. And if private universities 
offered assistance, the government would provide 
matching funds. 

I ■ Critics contend that the bill, which could cost $50 
billion during the next 10 years, is too costly. President 
Bush has threatened to veto the GI bill and to veto an 
Iraq and Afghanistan war funding measure because of 
domestic spending add-ons, such as an extension of 
unemployment benefits.

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Citizen voices must be heard at forums 



For some time, the city of 
Waukegan has been discussing 
whether the public comment 
period, which allows citizens 
three minutes after regular 
meetings to air the ir gr lev- . 
ances should be restricted in 
any way. The officialdom of 
Waukegan, has expressed their ' 
frustration that the comment 
period has gotten out of hand *. 
with loud and disturbing out- 
bursts that have become dis- , 
ruptive. 

It got so bad that 2nd Ward 
Alderman John Balen made a 
motion to ban citizen participa- 
tion at city council meetings, It 
appeared that the consensus of 
the council wasn't so much to ; 
muzzle the public but to br ing : 
a semblance of order and civil- : 
ity to the process. 

Even though the 
Constitution protects freedom 
of speech first amendment 
rights to citizens, there are 
split opinions on whether it is 
an absolute right at public 
meetings. Many councils of 
government hold it to be a priv- 
ilege to allow citizens to speak 
out at public meetings and 
with that privilege comes re- 
sponsibilities. In other words, 
there can be reasonable limits : 
on what can be said and the ci- 
vility by which messages are 
delivered. It is obvious that the 
citizen comment periods can- 
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not be disruptive of the serious 
.business of public bodies, and 
public commenters must recog- 
nize that they cannot use that 
public forum and abuse the 
privilege by making personal 
and baseless attacks. 

About four years ago, the 
Lake County Board was simi- 
larly disturbed when a former ' 
county corrections officer used 
the public comment period to 
make excessively abusive re- 
marks against certain county 
officials and employees. 

Because of the tirade, the 
county was considering re- 
strictions against public com- 
ments, but the end result was 
that the public was allowed to 
continue to voice their con- 
cerns at board meetings al- 
though with time constraints 
and protections against vile 
and disruptive attacks. I be- 
lieve that, ever since, behavior 
of citizens during the audience 
participation period has been . 
exemplary and public officials 
have gained insights from the 
citizen involvement. 



- It has been unfortunate that 
there has been some movement 
among public bodies to totally 
ban public comment periods. 
The public participation dur- 
ing official meetings can be cat- 
egorized in at least three 
groups. The first are those citi- 
zens who have a legitimate and 
timely concern over the gov- 
ernment's proposed action that 
might negatively impact the 
quality of life of the commu- 
nity or a neighborhood. 
i Although the message may be 
'short, the public officials are 
usually attentive because the 
content carries a common Con- 
cern among their constituents. 

The second grouping are 
what councils and boards call 
the "regular gripers and winn- 
ers." Many come to every meet- 
ing and seem to berate the pub- 
lic officials, and they use the 
floor' to embarrass the elected' 
leaders. But, some of that ' 
group have legitimate con- 
cerns, and three or so minutes 
of time isn't too much of a bur- 
den on the ears of the officials. 

The third grouping might be 
classified as "political 
wannabees." They often run 
for office and often lose. They 
use the public comment period 
to get "air time" to foster their 
own agenda. They usually 
draw the ire of the officials 
■ they target, so that gives them 



some satisfaction. Some 
elected officials who never 
learn how to handle criticism 
get into tugs of war with these 
citizens and probably give 
them more exposure than they 
deserve. 

I have always believed that 
the public should never be shut 
out from the public process. It 
has been my experience that 
citizens mainly want their 
voices to be heard. What they < 
de test is when they spe ak out '■ 
and elected officials who they 
probably voted for turn a deaf 
ear to their concerns or might 
treat them rudely when all 
they want is to tell their story. 
For many citizens, speaking at 
a public forum may be a first 
for them and they can be very 
nervous and emotional about 
it. The public officials should : 
treat them kindly with respect 
and listen genuinely to their ; 
every word. 

By this time, I'm sure that .. 
the city of Waukegan has done 
the right thing and allowed cit- 
izens to speak at their fprums. 
9th Ward Alderman Rafael 
Rivera said it right when he 
said we cannot ban or turn off 
the cameras during audience 
time. 

All he asks is that both sides 
be respectful , the people who ' 
are speaking and those who are 
listening.

Harrison Ford assumes adventurous role again after nearly 2 decades

I've had a plaguing bout of anxi- 
ety over the latest Indiana Jones in- 
stallment for quite awhile now. The 
franchise is a dearly beloved part of 
both my childhood and current DVD 
collection^ 

■ I remember as a kid being forbid- 
den to watch "Raiders of the Lost 
Ark" because my mom thought it 
would give me nightmares. 

Something about peoples' faces 
melting in it (to which I thought, 
"neat!"). 

When I finally saw it (a few days 
later; actually) I, like many others, 
was enthralled by this penultimate 
hero of the 80s - Dr. Henry 
"Indiana" Jones. Why was I fretful 
for the new film you ask? Well, 
there's the obvious fact that 
Harrison Ford isn't what one would 
call youthful these days. 
, There's the fact that George 
Lucas js tied to the series, which 
calls to mind his ruining of the 
"Star Wars" saga with the latest 
three heaps of digital dung that 
were Episodes I, II and III. 

And there's nearly 20 years of ex- 
pectations built up since the last 
Indiana Jones flick. 

Still, I have to admit t was pretty 
excited to walk into a theater for a 
fresh dose of the Jones again. But 
there's no .way. around it ... the ut- 
terly flawed "Indiana 1 Jones and the 
Kingdom of the Crystal Skull" is a 
disappointment on several levels . . . 
mostly due to the prairie dogs, 
' the story finds our whip-slinging 
hero Indy (Ford) in the nuclear age f . 
pitted against a band of Russian 
baddies lead by Irina Spalko (Cate 
131ahchett), who are out to find a 
my sterjoijs. crystal skull, which will 
bestoy^grecit power upon whoriiever ' 
returns it to its proper place amidst 
a mythical city . . : so there. 
. The acting is moderately decent. 

Ford steps as comfortably back 
into Indy's skin as possible, but 
heveV'quite finds "the level of

charisma his character once har- ■ ' 
bored. Shla LaBeouf (Transformers, 
Disturbia) turns in a good perform- 
ance as Mutt, Indy's sidekick. 

I like LaBeouf, but the whole bad- 
boy/50s-greaser/biker mold they 
tried to sell with him isn't a believ- 
able fit. Blanchett is at par and 
makes an apt enough villain, but her 
character feels extremely underde- 
veloped, cliched and one-dimen- ■:. 
sional. 

Karen Allen returns to play 
Marion and has lost pretty much all 
of the moxy her character once Had. 
Considering the welcome' additions 
of Ray Wins tone and John Hurt : 
(and an incredibly w.asted Jim 
Broadbent), it's a shame - a cast this 
good should've been given better 
material. And there lies the biggest 
flaw - the script is just bad. I don't - 
know where to begin. :: 

It's as if Indiana Jones grew 
stronger and more agile with age. 
It's the same issue. as with the latest 
"Die Hard" flick -our 1 hero once bat- 
tled and fought not because he 
wanted to, but because he had to. 

Now, it's as if old age prompted a 
desire to delve into the most insane- 
possible scenarios. 

Whereas the Indy in Raiders 
would pull out his gun to quickly off 
a sword-wielding adversary thus 
avoiding a long fight, the Indy in 
"The Kingdom of the Crystal Skull" 
enjoys swinging from the ceiling by 
his whip to jump onto speeding vehi- 



cles, jumping from one truck to the 
another while racing through the 
jungle as standing swordfights trail- : 
spire between said vehicles, falling 
over three gargantuan waterfalls , 
without a scratch, and the like' 

Oh, and apparently Indy can sur- 
vive standing on a nearby hill to.: 
watch the mushroom cloud of an 
atomic bomb detonation he just 
lived through. (I'm banking the radi- 
ation is what gave' him his old-age 
superpowers.) 

I'm of the mind Steven Spielberg 
is a sound filmmaker, and I greatly 
respect him. But he's allowed too 
much flashy, computer-generated ' 
imagery to populate Indy's world. 
The effects overwhelm the often un- 
motivated, ridiculous action pieces, 
leaving them feeling l.ike.tired, „• ,;:,:, 
cheap excuses for indulgent specta- 
cle. 

A lot of the chaos, which Indy 
. and crew navigate devoid of bodily 
harm, looks fake and k itchy - espe- 
cially in the jungle scenes When you 
consider the heavy-handed digital 
effects, and Janusz Kamlnski's 
■ blown-out, very modern cinematog- 
raphy (read: I do consider the man 
fantastic behind the lens), this sim- 
ply does not feel like an Indiana 
■ : Jones film, And that's the biggest 
, shame of all. I leave a lot of the ' 
blame to George Lucas's influence. 
Whether it's the shoddily com- 
puter-generated prairie dogs of 
which we get three reaction shots of 
(gag me), the ridiculous Tarzan- 
esque sequence, with LaBeouf vine- 
; swinging through the jungle with 
: dozens .of CG monkeys that seem to 
obpy his will and attack the bad 
guys, the super-smart man-eating 
ants, or the over-the-top finale (when 
did Indy go sc-fi?), this romp is 
loaded with nauseatingly bad mo- 
' ments that seemed to crack up most 
of the people in my audience. 

Spielberg and Lucas have dug low . 
to appeal to the lowest common de- 
nominator of moviegoer here. 

And also, without trying to ruin 
anything, the ending is a cop out. We

neither get a proper send-off for 
Indy, or any evidence of a torch- 
passing to Mutt (I'd heard LaBeouf 
was potentially being groomed to 
carry on the series). 

I guess in terms of an Indiana 
Jones movie, I just expected more 
than a "Live Free or Die Hard" take 
on the Brendan Frasier "Mummy" 
flicks with a dash of "Stargate" 
thrown in for good measure. 

Still ... I do have to admit I was 
rather entertained by the flick, as 
far as mindless summer block- 



busters go - which proved to me that 
Spielberg can make a decent action 
flick without even really trying. 

But I can't help mourning for 
what could' ve been. I suppose, we '11 
never know,., not until Lucas de- 
cides to do a spin-off featuring those 
stupid prairie dogs (I really would- ' 
n't put it past him). 

Come on guys, you can do so 
much better.

us everything was fine, right 
as the screen went fuzzy and 
we heard the unsettling cackle 
of Batman's most famous ad- 
versary Now fully immersed 
in the Batman universe, it was 
■ our turn to ride The Joker's 
demented railway. 

We strapped ourselves into 
the ride's mini subway cars 
and began our uphill journey 
After that, the roller coaster 
was a non-stop mix of tight 
turns and steep drops, most of 
which we didn't see coming in 
the darkness. 

Although we enjoyed The

An unforgettable coac 

Carmel remembers beloved wrestling coach Joe Scordino

MUNDELE1N - Talking to friends , and co- 
workers of longtime Carmel wrestling coach Joe 
Scordino, one thing is constant - he was about 
the. kids. . ... ' 

Scordino, 61, died May 16 in his Gurnee home, 
and even though he had emphysema, diabetes 
and his 'health had gotten worse, his death still ' 
came as a shock to the Carmel community One of 
those shocked include his longtime wrestling as-, 
sistant and current Carmel wrestling coach Bob 
Kuykendall. 

"We just didn't expect him to be gone," he said. 

Kuykendall and Scordlno's working relation- 
ship spanned 26 of Scordino's 34 years of teach- 
ing at Carmel Catholic High School. 

"He was a lot like my father," Kuykendall said. 

Kuykendall began teaching at Carmel when 
he was 22 years old, and he says one of the rea- 
sons, he stayed on as an assistant for so long was 



the loyalty he had for Scordino. That loyalty de- 
veloped from Scordino's teaching style. 
: "He basically mentored and taught the way he 
thought to be ' a coach," 
Kuykendall said. 

But that drive didn't end 
with mentoring, Kuykendall 
said. Scordino applied the 
same energy when it came to 
coaching his wrestlers. 

"Joe was a pretty basic 
guy," Kuykendall said. "He 
wanted one thing ... he' wanted 
you to be the best you could 
be." 

By doing tnat, Scordino 
would leave a lasting effect on 
his students and wrestlers.

Another aspiration of Olson's is 
to compete in marathons or even, 
ultra-marathons, which are about 50 
miles, she said. « • 

"I've been told you shouldn't run 

marathons early, too early because* 

it'll take the speed out of legs," Olsori 

.said. "So, I'll probably hold off until 

.after college." ; 

But college and marathon. run- 
ning are second to Olson preparing 
for next season where hopes to only 
improve on her success. To get ready 
for cross country, Olson said, she will 
do strength training and continue to 
run. When track season approaches, 
she will still do strength training, but 
will be doing more speed work in 
preparation. 

And with next year being Olson's 
last year at Warren, she is excited. 

"It's kind of fun to be where I am 
now and to have built up to this 
point. I'm definitely looking forward 
to next year to try to do some really

In addition to , 
world-class smallmouth action, I was 
going to use Mike's rods and reels 
that I was certain would be better 
thai! anything I owned. Those factors 
made my decis ion easy. 

The 3 V2-hour drive is an easy one. 
We met up with S li imano Pro 
Staffers, Tim Schneider of Silver 
Lake, Wis:, and Steve Garcia of 
Lindenh'urst, at the Little Sturgeon • 
Bay public, ramp. Mike and I would 
split up and fish with one of the pros 



and then switch partners for day 2. 

Schneider and Garcia were at 
Sturgeon Bay to pre-fish for the 
Sturgeon Bay Open Bass 
Tournament, The open is one of the 
Midwest's most prestigious contests, 
awarding a purse worth mere than 
.$50,000 to the winning team. There is 
a waiting list to become one of the 
event's 200 teams allowed to fish. 
Some famous names show up to vie 
for the big prize every year. 

I was pleased to be hooked up with 
Schneider and Garcia, They are not 
partners, Schneider fishes with Greg 
Dickson, proprietor of Triangle Bait 
and Tackle in Antioch, and Garcia 
pairs up with Joe Tholl. Schneider 
and Dickson were the open's winners 
in 2006, and Garcia and Tholl hauled 
in the biggest bass weighed in on day 
1 of last year's big event. 

The launch at Little Sturgeon Bay 
was top-notch. I got in Schneider's 
boat, and we headed out. The water 
temperature was 18 degrees, net a 
good sign. We worked shallow water, 
anywhere from one to five feet deep. 
Schneider kept an eye on his elec-

Ironies and soon was happy to see 
the No. 52 pop up on the screen when 
we glided toward a protected shore- 
line. 

Almost immediately, Schneider 
. had a smallie on his line. We were 
fishing plastics. Tube jigs were the 
preferred approach. We used dark- 
colored jigs in combos of brown, 
green and purple mounted on light- 
weight jig heads. Schneider boated 
the first smallie and it appeared to be 
a strong 3 pounds. It fought hard and 
quickly was unhooked and released. 

In'short order, I had my first' 
smallie on the line. It was a nice 3- 
pound fish that was deeply colored, 
thick and solid. 

The wind'eame up hard by early 
afternoon at a rate of about 25 mph 



from the southeast. We were blown 
off the water by 3 p.m. I was disap- 
pointed we had to leave, but we 
caught plenty of fish in our limited 
opportunity. I was awed to see that 
there were absolutely no small fish 
caught. I joked that Sturgeon Bay 
smallies must hatch from their nests 
weighing at least 2 pounds! 

I hit the water with.Garcia on day 
2. He kept in contact witli his partner 
via phone, and they related to each 
other where they were fishing, "what 
baits they were using and any suc- 
cess they were having. Schneider and 
Dickson did the same. Most tourna- 
ment pairs bring up two boats in 
order to pre-fish double the amount 
of spots and also in case the big pond 
does damage to one of the boats. 

Garcia and I hit all of the produc- 
tive spots from day 1 with limited 
success. We worked tubes again. We 
altered our game plan and moved 
deeper. Again, the success was lim- . 
ited. By trip's end, Garcia and I had 
spent a lot of time with a mere hand- 
ful of iisjr between us. When we met 
up with Bonadonna and Schneider, 



we were astounded to find 'that they ; 
had found the smallies in eight feet of ■ 
water, but the secret to success was 
switching to Lucky Strike stick baits. 
They nailed more than 25 smallies in- ; 
eluding Schneider's 5-pounder. 

I'll go back to Sturgeon Bay again. 
You can fish the bay side or test the 
waters of Lake Michigan. You can 
dabble south or cruise north alTthe 
way to the tip of Door County - 
Washington Island. It would take for- 
ever to hit every spot that appeared 
productive. You'll need a good boat 
and excellent navigational skills if 
you venture to Sturgeon Bay. It's big 
water and can become violent with 
little to no warning. From what I saw, 
in terms of smallmouth fishing, it 
definitely is worth the effort.

Something will get done between the 
Bears and Brian Urlacher. Contract 
standoffs between teams and players of 
Urlacher's stature get resolved somehow, 
some way f hey just do (except in the.case 
of Terrell Owens, who is half-crazy). 

It could get ugly in the glare of the 
media spotlight if Urlacher stays away 
for part of training camp. ■ 

But it won't go much further than that. 

Until then, expect more pointless pos- 
turing from a player who hasn't seemed to 
like his' job much since the Bears lost 
Super Bowl XLI. 

The negative vibes were apparent in 
comments Urlacher recently made to' 
Yahoo Sports, saying lie expects to' skip 
the mandatory mini- camp at the end of 
this month because of dissatisfaction 
with his contract: ;. ■ 

' '1 don't understand what they're 
doing," he said of the Bears. 

What they're doing is prioritizing. 
Defensive tackle Tommie Harris will be a 
free agent after next season and, based on 
age, is a more important player than 
Urlacher. The Bears can keep Harris by 
using the franchise-player tag, but all par- 
ties would rather' have a' multi-year deal 
in place. ' ' 

Devin Hester has two years remaining 
on his rookie contract, and is more under- 
paid than Urlacher, who has four years 
left. .

After Harris, the Bears will tackle the 
difficult task of reaching an agreement 
with the best return specialist of all time. 

It is not as though the Bears have ig- 
nored Urlacher. They offered him a one- 
year extension that would have dropped 
an extra $5 million in his lap immediately 
and potentially boosted his base salaries 
by $1 million a season. Still,. Urlacher 
made some reasonable points in the story 

The salary cap is much higher than it 
was when he signed his nine-year, $57 
.million contract in 2003. ■ 

His dollar value has not grown accord- 
ingly. Moreover, as Urlacher said, the 
Bears could cut him at any point because 
NFL contracts are not guaranteed. 

Players, then, should have the right to 
renegotiate if they have outplayed the 
value of their deal. 

Af the same time, that is the trade-off 
guys make when they decide to play pro 
football for a living. 

Urlacher and his agent also could have 
negotiated voidable years into the deal if 



they thought he might want to tear the 
thing up eventually. 

; Nobody, is crying for Urlacher, who 
made $13 million the moment he signed . 
his name to that contract. 

: He made $4 million the past two sea- 
sons and is set to make $4 million again 
this seasortj $5 million in, 2009 and more 
than $6 million each in. 2010-11. 

', If Urlacher is worried about his 
health, whether neck and back issues will 
knock him out of the game, plenty of peo- 
ple would understand his stance. 

: But in the mercenary world of pro 
football, his health is exactly the reason 
the Bears should not rush into anything 
here. 

As is always the case, this also is about 
pride. Urlacher knows 11 NFL lineback- 
ers' made a bigger base salary than he did 
last season. 

He told Yahoo, "If you're a chair- 
builder, and you feel you're the best at 
what you do, and other chair- builders are 
making more than you, then you'd want ■ 
to be paid more, too," ~ 

That was Urlacher's way of trying to 
appeal to the average fan who has trouble 
sympathizing with his stance. ; 

Good luck with that, Brian.
